che-Cssr -will ieel offended if any of 
the- European Powers propose media- 
tion, or do anything lifcely to shorten 
the war," says the Brooklyn Citizen.

len of the New Haven Railway Co, 
tbe largest business enterprise In New 
England, was approached by the em- 
ployes of his road who asked for »n 
advance In wages. 
In the course of 


the conference with the nice he said. 


"With business la] Hog off, day by 


day, here in New England, I find my 
political- friends opposing an enlarge- 
ment of our markets and preferring a 
phrase, 'standpat.' to the substance, 
reciprocity, whico our neighbor Can- 
ada would give us; and when 1 feel 
they ought to Know better, it is not in 
me to too severely criticise the em- 
ployes of our company who feel they 
should hiUe higher wages, when the 
conditions with which we are sur- 
rounded compel us to disagree with 
them." 


New England is being so sorely 


pinched by the standpat policy that 
tbe sentiment in favor of reciprocity 
.a l». coming so fctrong that in Novem- 
ber next it may turn Massachusetts 
and Connecticut into tbe democratic 
column. Public dissatisfaction 
with 


the tariff restrictions has become so 
great that the Springfield, Mass. Re- 
publican sees grave danger ahead tor 
its, party and talks out plainly in meet- 
ing. It tajs:

There 
is every reason to believe that, today 
the cost of production of rails in the 
best equipped American mills does not 
exceed $15 a ton. yet by agreement- 
conspiracy, rather—the price of railr 
to the home consumer is maintained 
at $28.
